Vehicles (DMV). said at least 
one of every five California 
drivers (2.6 million) is ‘‘finan- 
cially irresponsible’ because 
he possesses no liability 
insurance and is unable to 
compensate victims of an 
accident 
' He said that “for all intents 

» and purposes” the new law 
requires all drivers to have 
liability insurance because its 

Iternatives to insurance, such

to $100 violation, and 
violators could be required to 
file proof of future coverage for 
an indefinite period 

It also requires mandatory 
suspension of the drivers 
license of a person involved in 
an accident who fails to file an 
accident report with the DMV 
within 15 days if damage 
exceeded $250 or there is a 
death or injury. Previously 
there was no penalty for failure 
to report 

Motorists failing to file will 
lose their driving privilege 
regardless of fault, Espey said 
The privilege will not be 
restored until the motorist f1les 
proof of future insurance 
coverage which he must main- 
tain for three years 

In addition, if fault is 
established by court action
